to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 

which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at 

the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. This is a written description rejection. 

Applicant again argues that the incorporation of the several references into the specification is adequate to overcome the rejection and 

that the PTo position does not make sense, because all the evidence that is relied upon by applicant is incorporated by references into the 

specification. 

This argument is still found not persuasive, because as was stated in the previous Office Action, the term 
tachykinin receptor, neurokinin-2 and neurokinin-3 receptor antagonist and supported 
by applicants remarks pages 1-2 encompasses a large genus. The instant specification 
fails to indicate what representative number of structurally related compounds 

disclosed would treat hot flashes therefore, the artisan would not know the identity of a reasonable number 
of representative compounds falling within the scope of the instant claim and would not 

know how to use them. While, the specification teaches by incorporation how to make various species of tachykinin receptor, neurokinin-2 

and neurokinin-3 receptor antagonist, there is no indication that any tachykinin receptor, neurokinin-2 and 

neurokinin-3 receptor antagonist is correlative with the recited function considerinq the 

variation in structural activity relationship. The specification does not address how to 

make and use chemicals, compounds.
